About one-fourth of these 
are engaged at night, but on Sunday 
nights only about half of the night 
fMce goes to work. The mine Is of the 
shaft type, and the concrete sides of 
the entry were broken down so as to 
completely close the passage for a con- 
Hiderable distance. The entrance Is 
located at the first air shaft and from 
this deadly gas Is pouring la great 
Tolumea. The gas found In mines in 
this territory is so poisonous that no 
human being can live in it for more 
than a fey minutes, and for this rea¬ 
son it la not believed a single one of 
the entombed men Is still alive. One 
man. an unidentified foreigner, man¬ 
aged to climb to the top of the first air 
■haft, bat dropped dead there. 

Just after the night force entered 
the shaft there was a flash which 
lighted up the mine. There was a roar 
as the tons of coal and slate crashed 
down Into the entries crowded with 
workmen: then utter darkness fol¬ 
lowed. the explosion putting out of 
business completely the lighting and 
sir facilities of the mine. 

The mine immediately filled with 
gases and several not hurt by the ex- 
jilosic-n perished in running to get into 
the fresh air. The shock of the ex¬

women and children, gathered around 
the mine this morning. Women and 
children cry continually and start wHh 
horror at the seemingly fruitless work 
o? rescue. 

The Naomi mine is ons of the oldest 
operated by the United Coal Company, 
which has its principal offices in Pitts¬ 
burg. It was one of the biggest mines 
of the soft coal region and gave work 
to from 200 to 300 men ail the year 
round. The property loss will be enor¬ 
mous. as the mine was equipped at a 
cost of thousands of dollars with up- 
to-date appliances. 

The explosion completely wrecked the 
nir system, and that alone means that 
nothing can live long In the mine. 
Thousands are flocking to the mine 
mouth where every means known to 
operators Is being exerted to reach the 
men. Aid has been secured from 
Monongahela City. Belle Vernon and 
other near-by towns. 

While some hold torches, others are 
pegging away with pick and shovel to 
reach their fellow-workers. Strenuous 
efforts to reach the Imprisoned men by 
other means are being made. 

Supt. J. N. O’Neill, of the Naomi 
mine, 'said to-day: "The men are 
working heroically to save their com¬ 
rades.”

In conse¬ 
quence- Mr. Brunei found when he got 
his supplies to the cayon by the steam¬ 
er ^aeiton, that In order to get ail 
the^way through without considerable 
delay he w'ould have to transfer the 
freight by Indians for the mile and a 
half to connect with the Northwest 
above the canyon. Rather than fail to 
carry out the design of the head of the 
department, he determined to have the 
aupplles carried over, and with 100 In¬ 
diana he succeeded In his designs. 

The sites,for the hatcheries had to be 
located, and the buildings erected un¬ 
der great difficulties. The Babine lake 
site was first selected in a suitable In¬ 
let. and Indians employed to whip 
saw ail the lumber, a slow process. 

To make matters worse an epidemic 
of grippe broke out among the Indians, 
and for several weeks the greatest

Simkane, Dec. 2.—Nine hundred men 
will resume work on December 5th In 
the 6ranby Consolidated copper mmes 
at Phoenix and al the largest copper 
smelting works In Canada at Grand 
Fork*.

As It w’as late In the season before 
the exchange was organised, no very 
appreciable results were expected this 
year. But Mr. Brandrlth says the work 
already accomplished by the exchange 
has exceeded the most sanguine ex¬ 
pectations. The exchange's method of 
operation Is something like this: 

Solicitors are employed to canvass 
the market of the northwest and bonk 
orders for fruit. These solicitors are 
furnished with advance estimates from 
week, to week of the amount of fruit 
and produce that will be available dur¬ 
ing the period. A community of un¬ 
derstanding is thus created at both 
ends. The fruit growers know how 
much fruit is w'anted and where It Is 
required, and the selling agents know 
the limitations of the supply. The 
fruit shipments are. in this way. dis¬ 
tributed to points where they can be 
filled to best advantage. Everything Is 
sold f. o. bt' polnt of shipment. No' 
goods are consigned. Consequently 
the grower knows what he Is going to 
receive for hie produce before It leaves 
hie premlsea A maximum charge of 
five per cent, attaches to the ship¬ 
ments for this service, which includes | 
collecting, but should the coet of sell¬ 
ing and collecting be less than this tha 
difference Is raCumed to the shippers. 
In the State of Ohio, where a similar 
organisation exists, it has been found 
that the collecting and selling can be 
done on a basis of one per cent., al¬ 
though the maxmum change of five per 
cent, was calculated, and Mr. Bran¬ 
drlth thinks that the British Columbia 
exchange, if supported by ail the as¬ 
sociations. can do its business on a 
; like basis. / 

In the constitution of the exchange a 
ropreaentation of one for every twenty- 
five members of the affiliated associa¬ 
tions Is provided for. up to one hun¬ 
dred, and one for each fifty or fraction 
thereof over one hundred.

The fire, whh h started In the dormi¬ 
tory of St. Joseph’s academy, was 
caused by n radiator becoming too 
hot. There were 110 students In the 
academy when the alarm was sounded, 
and many of them had narrow escapes, 
but Rev. Father Buck is believed to 
have been the only one to lose his life. 
The buildings wore all practically new. 
Father Buck’s library, containing over 
8,000 valttahle works, and. that of the 
students, with 1,000 volumes, w*ere de¬ 
stroyed.

Diffkully.

St. Petorsburg. Nov. SO. — The see- I 
sion of the Dounia held to-day, which i 
wa« devoted to the continuation of 
the debate on the declaration of the 
government presented by Premier 
Stolypln yeaterdny, broke up In a 
riot. The reactionaries assaulted 
Feodor JlodltchefT. the operator of the 
Conhtltutlonal J>emocrat8. and at¬ 
tempted to drag him from the tribune 
in order to put an end to his vitriolic 
attack on the government. Premier 
Stoiypin and other members of the 
cabinet wUnnssed the demonstration 
from the ministerial box. but tht>y 
departed when It became evident that' 
the mob had no Intention of allowing 
the session to proceed. 

M. Roditcheff, during the course of 
a ringing speech, in which h^ was 
constantly Interrupted by applause or 
Jeers, was eulogizing .the hundreds of 
victims of the drumhead courtmartlal. 
and when he referred to the omcials 
of the government as hangmen, a 
hundred reactlonarlegu. Jed by ‘‘Vlad¬ 
imir Purishovltz. monarchist, and two 
priests, yelling like Indlns. stormed 
tho tribune. President Khomikoff. 
after ringing his bell and calling for 
order, abandoned the chair and de¬ 
clared the sitting closed. 

The Constttutnal Democrats and 
Social Democrats charged to the res¬ 
cue of M. Roditcheff, who was hi>lng 
roughly handled. They frtrmed a 
phalanx around him, and bore him, 
shouting definance, to one corner of 
the halL The tumult continuttd for 
nearly half an hour, until the party 
leaders succeeded In withdrawing thetr 
followers to the committee rooms for 
consultation. 

During his speech. M. Roditcheff 
said the Russiafleatloo policy of the 
government In Poland and Finland 
made him ashamed to call himself a 
Russia citlsen. 

*‘The Stolypln necktie** was the ex¬ 
pression by Feodor Roditcheff. the 
orator of the Constitutional Demo¬ 
crats In tho Douma %thls afternoon to 
designate the summary regime of 
drumhead courtmartlal instituted by 
Premier Stolypln in August. 190€, and 
decreed out of existence by the second 
Douma last April. The phrase Is on all 
llprin the capital to-night. TRe^pIirf^s 
Ma already become historical; -H lias

Tokio, Nov. 80.~Baron Ishll, chief of 
the bureau bf commerce of the Japan¬ 
ese foreign ofAco, who visited the 
United Slates and Canada for the pur¬ 
pose of Investlgailng the Immigration 
problem, arrived in Tokio to-day and 
conferred with the officials of the for¬ 
eign office, with whom he engaged 
in n. thorough canvas of the situation 
for the coming week. 

In an Interview Baron Ishfl said; 
"My visit to the United States and 
Canada convinced me that the opposi¬ 
tion to Japanese is based partly on 
prejudice, though a considerable 
amount of It Is due to labor troubles 
Instituted by' ngttatorH. I found Japa- 
ese residents In the United States and 
Canada who resent the Incoming of 
their countrymen from the Hawaiian 
island* and Mexlcv.* wnich Is disliked. 
Willie it Is proper for tho Japanese to 
conserve the Interests of their country^ 
men now residing abroi^d, many of 
whom are prospering and living peace¬ 
fully In America. In my opinion It will 
be necessary In order to keep absolute 
faith with the United .states to prevent 
the emigration of laborers there alto¬ 
gether. because an exclusion act would 
be dlsagr^ablc. We should send la¬ 
borers to Canada in great modera¬

“Douks" you And It. As we watted for 
the special preparation of an evening 
meal we heard the men singing over¬ 
head as they prepared for their night's 
rest In the men’s quarters. It may 
have been an evening hymn, or It may 
have been one of the “folk songs" In 
which these people delight. 

We ware ushered into the long room, 
where two Irmg. narrow tables were set ! 
out. ready for the early breakfast, for 
“Gouks" bestir themselves at sunrise. 
A great clay stood at one side, 

and Its various ledgex and shelves were 
garnished with many cooking utensils 
of granlteware. a great contrast o 
those formerly used In pte villages. A 
excellent supper of eggs, browDed po¬ 
tatoes and freoh bread and butter, pre¬ 
served fruit, and tea such as only the 
Russian people know how to brew, 
awaited ua. Two pretty dark-eyed girls 
ministered to pur wants, and It was 
with these two young ladies that 1 was 
later condueied to ths upstair# bed¬ 
room over the atore* where I was to 
pass the nlght->for now there are two 
stories to most of the Doukhobor 
dwelUngs--and here the women of the 
family have their sleeping apartment. 

The passage srhleh led to the little 
room under the . roof contained six or 
eight Binger sewing maohioes. So it is 
little w'onder that the marvellous 
needlework of the Doukhobor women 
Is fast beiomtng a thing of the past. 
Mr. Verigin la Mid to discourage the 
work of the “Doukhobor home Indus¬ 
tries," on ths score that the “women 
have too much business to attend to." 
Let the truth be told. .1 shook my Ast 
at those machines. They represented 
the decadence of a craft which may be 
reckoned as a high art in these degen¬ 
erated days. How droll It was, that 
dlaniblng m the tiny room, where a 
single bed. modelled on the design of 
our Canadian article, wae placed at 
my disposal, while a double bed of ib^ 
Mme pattern was to be occupied by 
the two pretty girls, whose knowledge 
of English was greater than their power 
to speak it Feminine cuMoelty was at 
a high pitch In that neat little bed¬ 
room! It was with mlnglsd feelings 
that one watched the girls unlacing 
Canadian rngohlne-made boots Instead 
of kicking ,oA high-heeted saihiale, aa 
of yore, though they stilt wore ths blue 
and white nfoatled stockings of former 
deye. .j . . -a 

No longer are the qualnS tea-cbsy 
cupe with their borders of black velvet, 
worn. A kerchAf takes their places. 
No more does one see the funnily-de¬ 
signed sleeveless jackstohf blsck vslvet 
with their gray borders. The full skiru 
of gally-destgned cretonne and the long 
aprons keep the full bodicee Uust' snd 
neat, but little by little the woman are 
following the men In their rage for 
Canadian fashions. Pantomlide had to 
suffice as a ccnverMtlonal ^medium. 


A matter of great International Im¬ 
portance has arieen In Oi;eat Britain.

Mr. Burns of Canada foufht 
Mr. Squires of A,usUana in flan Fran¬ 
cisco as an American. But probably 
he employed the term American In Its 
broader sense. Anyhow, the contro¬ 
versy must be considered very Inter¬ 
esting.

Our dispatch from 
Ottawa with reference to the subject

in question provides as follows (sec¬ 
tion t): “In case of the death of any 
annuitant before the time at which a 
goverWtnent annuity becomes payable 
to him, all moneys paid by him in con¬ 
sideration of such annuity shall be 
paid to his heirs or legal representa¬ 
tives. with Interest thereon at three per 
cent per annum. In such case the pro¬ 
visions of section 7 of this act shall 
apply to such moneya” Section 7 pro¬ 
vides that the property and Interest In 
any contract for a government annuity 
of any annuitant shall be exempt from 
the operation of any law relating to 
bankruptcy or Insolvency, and shall not 
be seised or levied upon by or under 
the process of any court whatevsr. So 
that the measure Is Intended ss an ex¬ 
tension of the principle and advantages 
of government savings banks, and If 
adopted ought to add greatly-to the 
popularity of that most popular of Can¬ 
adian Instltutlona,

Verigin Is the new Doukhobor town 
on the CanadiaA Northern railway. 
There It Is on the railway line, not very 
far fron) Ramaack. a little town In 
embryo,'' called after a man who six 
years ago was a political. exile In Si¬ 
beria. Six years ago I found the Douk- 
hobortal dwelling in houses oftsn con¬ 
structed of poplar laths, covered with 
clay, and roofed with sods. Hers In 
the year of grace 1907, on a chill Sep¬ 
tember evening. I dt'ew up before two 
neatly-built pink brick houses, shingled 
In the most approved style, with win¬ 
dows which would do credit to a Toron¬ 
to residence, end e veranda which 
might satisfy even the American who 
loves his or her plaasa. Here they were, 
the two buildings which are destined to 
become the centre of activity for the 
twenty-two Doukhobor villages In the 
district, for In one of them Peter Ver¬ 
igin has his official quarters, his “club 
chambers." so to speak, next to the big 
co-operative store, and the second 
building la a sort of storehouse, at¬ 
tached to the office, where ail the up- 
to-date office Attlngs, Including a tele¬ 
phone. are to be found. 

We were greeted by an agent for 
some Arm of agricultural Implements 
who was spending sonte days In the 
“town”—an annual visit which, he in¬ 
formed us, brought much grist to hla 
mllL Whatevsr may be the opinion of 
the individual settlers in the district, 
and the Idbaa of the individual general 
store-keeper whose highly-priced goods 
are not purchased by the “Douks," 
there can be no doubt as to the affec¬ 
tion which agricultural Implement 
egenta hold for the people who prove 
such ready customers, ahd who buy 
such little articles as harvesters by the 
trainload. Their custom Is well worth 
cultivating,, and their hospitality is un¬ 
doubtedly accepted with cordial alert- 
nets. 

Our arrival would hardly be called op¬ 
portune. This town in embryo present¬ 
ed but scant accommodation for the 
workers who were engaged in one or 
other of the many entreprlsea on hand. 
MriyVerlgln’a overseer was sent for-<« 
genneman whoss appearance and man¬ 
ner suggested a member of the stock 
exchange. There was not the slight¬ 
est trace of the Doukhobor ot elx years 
ago. Clad In rough blue serge, the 
coat made with a sort of lamp-shads 
skirt, high boots and the peaked cap 
now untversai among motortsta Here 
was a man who might havs been turn¬ 
ed out by one of the most fashionable 
tailors. His natty suit of tweeds, his 
collar, tie, the very way In which his 
hair was parted, his ample display of 
waistcoat aift the gold watch chain 
which measured its breadth proclaimed 
that he had became “Canadlanlsed" to 
a degree wWch would warrant his 
standing ss^'a member of a Canadian 
legislature. 

We Arst entered the “club chambers'* 
of Mr. Verigin, a small sitting room 
and k larger steepthg apartment, where 
the recuihbent form of a young Douk- 
hobor man proclaimed that early hours 
were tile habit of the community.

It has always been more or lese of s 
mystery to us why normally constitut¬ 
ed people should become patrons of 
“bookmakers" at race meetings.

They are sober. Industrious and honest.

As I have 
written before, for good or for ill, in¬ 
dividualism must come with their fur¬ 
ther acquisition of the English lan¬ 
guage and British ideals of cltllienshlp. 
It Is inevitable, and the movement will

Opera-goers have been enraptured by 
the extraordinary eaae wltb which 
Mme. Tetraxxinl, the new piima donnh 
at Cuvent Garden. London, sings her 
top notes. Her trill on E Sat In alt te 
the admiration of profeoaed vocalists 
as well as the public. In fact, people 
are asking themselves what Is the limit 
of this marvellous voice. 

Mmo. Tetraxxinl lives the simple 
life, and seems perfectly impervious \o 
the petty Ills which usually affect all 
singers, particularly those who are un¬ 
accustomed to this unequal climate. 
She Is not he^ed round with a lot of 
superfluous precautions which some 
might Imsglne she would adopt. ' 

Through the aid of an Interpreter tt 
was ascertained that In “Rigoletto** she 
has to sing E in alt half a tone higher 
than In ''^ra>iats::'-; wnd this Is the real 
limit of her voice—that Is, as she ex¬ 
plained, to keep It In character with 
the rest of her voice and to be able 
to hold note and swell It into a 
full fortnumo or reduce It to a delight¬ 
ful pianissimo at will. 

In “La Sonnambula,” another opera 
In which Mme. Tetfassinl will doubtless 
be beard before the season Is over at 
Cevent Garden, she sings J*. or half a ' 
note higher still—but this is only “stac¬ 
cato.** or sung tn psssing. 

Among the great prime donne of the 
world there is not a great difference In 
the height of their voices. No operatic 
soprano Is thoroughly equipped without 
a reliable E flat or E In alt This was 
Adelina Patti's- limit in her prinve. 
while her . Bister Carlotta could touch 
the F. Melba Is credited with an F 
sharp, while Christine Nilsson was able 
to touch G, and Jenny Lind even an A. 

These ranges are, of course, phenom¬ 
enal. and are rarely found among con¬ 
cert singers. 

“Operatic sopranos.*' said a vocal ex¬ 
pert, “are not trained for phenomenal 
heights. The greatest of them would 
probably be able to reach astounding 
aititudea Their object Is rather te 
preserve the weight, beauty, and char¬ 
acter of the voice within the limits tn 
which music Is written—and that Is 
sufllctently tryihg.”

How Two Detectives Were Made to 
Play a Curious Part. 

The task of getting the Culllnan dia¬ 
mond from the Transvaal to England 
was an exciting one.

These places are passed In the 
dead of night as welt as In broad day¬ 
light. 

Several schemes were evolved to en¬ 
sure the safety of the precious stone. 
Finally, an were rejected for the ex¬ 
tremely venturesome game of “bluff.” 

A couple of hours before the depart¬ 
ure of the home mall from Park Sta¬ 
tion. the principal station In Johannes, 
burg, an order was Issued to two 
members of the C. 8. A. railway detec¬ 
tive staff to travel to Cape Town 
the mall on an "important mission.” 

Therb was nothing unusual In the 
order, for both men—one a Lancashire 
man and the other of Irish nationality 
—were reliable and well-seasoned to 
the peculiar duties of a detactive In 
the “land of distances,” but a subse¬ 
quent Instruction that they should go 
well armed made them curious and not 
a little Inquisitive as to the nature of 
the miaslon. 

Theti; curiosity was not appeased, 
however, until they were ensconced In, 
a first claaa compartment and ready 
for departure. Then, with sn effusive 
air of seriousness and mystery and 
admonitions of caution, a parcel, neat¬ 
ly wrapped In brown paper and care¬ 
fully sealed, was placed In their 
charge. 

This, they were Informed, was the 
Culllnan dlaYhond, and they were to 
deposit It in the strong room of the 
boat, where the outer wrapping would 
be stripped off. with one or more of 
tho seals Intact. The return of this to 
the O, P. O. in Johannesburg was to 
be the gOkrai^e of the postal authori¬ 
ties on boardxhlp having taken over 
the paroiiL A 

Natih^l^ th^orty odd hours* travel 
was a mbit asulous time for the de-' 
tectlves. Never during the Journey 
was the parcel out of the sight of one 
or the other of them, "I have never 
experlejtc^a more anxious time, and 
I do notVtxh for another like It.” wag 
the remark of one. 

The original instructions were car¬ 
ried out to the letter and congratula¬ 
tions were mutual. All concerned were 
heartily glad that the diamond had left 
South Africa. 

Some months lat^r the poatmaster- 
general for the Transvaal, In his re¬ 
port on the post office, read at the leg. 
IsUtive council at Pretoria, astonished 
the councU. and. Indeed, the whole of 
South Yfrica, with the announcement 
that th\ diamond had been safely con¬ 
veyed to England as an ordinary reg- 
istered pacluiga 

The postmaster-geiterai did not pub¬ 
licly divulge the contents of the par¬ 
cel, which was 96 sealously guarded by 
the dstecUvea. It waa not the diamond 
and the public had been genuinely 
“bluffed.'* 

It U unwise to mention the CuUlnaa 
diamond now to the deteoUvee who 
spent two eleepless nights watching 
over th# brown mef parcel.

Key Harbor. OnL, Nov. N.—A 
notable step In the development of 
Canada will be accompUahad next 
spring when Key Harbor, on the north 
shore of Key Inlyt, will be a busy 
p<n^ Everything Is In shape here to 
continue, after the freese«up. the 
building of the ore docks, which are 
to be the foundation of the port, and 
from which the product of the Mooee 
Mountain mines will be shipped to 
Cleveland and other American porta 
The mines, thirty miles north of Bud- 
bury, are already piling up ore for 
shipment as soon as the Canadian 
Northern Ontario railway is able to 
carry It. 

The strong position of the Moose 
Mountain ora, owing to its high per¬ 
centage of iron. Is Improved by the lo¬ 
cation of the mlnea They are about 
the same distance from navigable 
water as the Iron ranges back of Du¬ 
luth, but are over five hundred miles 
nearer coal and smelters than Duluth 
will ever be. 

The government steamer “Bayfleld" 
has about completed the survey work 
for the harbor and Its approaches. The 
entrance from Georgian Bay will be 
quite simple, only four ranges for the 
guidance of vessels being necessary, 
the last running straight into the dock. 
The buoys and lights are ready to be 
placed In position. 

The six miles grading from the main 
line of the Canadian Northern On¬ 
tario railway, three miles south of 
French River, is almost finished, and 
the building at this end of a mile-long 
trestle will be begun immediately, on 
which trainloads of ore will be ele¬ 
vated so that their contents may be 
dumped Into pockets and transferred to 
a rubber belt conveyor running through 
a funnel cut out of the rock, and then 
elevated on another belt to a trestle 
sixty feet above water level, where It 
will be held ready to be shot Into the 
steamers lying alongside. The capac¬ 
ity of the dock plant will be 8.000 tons 
per day of ten hours. The power 
house Is almost finished. Coal docks 
must also be built, and the tranship¬ 
ment of mineral alone must make Key 
Harbor a port of considerable magni¬ 
tude within a short time; and Imme¬ 
diately the Canadian Northern con¬ 
nection with Ottawa Is completed It 
will be the entrepot for all the Cana¬ 
dian Northern direct traffic between 
tide water and the West. 

At the dockside there is 24 feet of 
water—more than sufficient to carry 
the largest boats on the takea. for tha 
draught of the Soo Canal and the St. 
Clair River Is only 20 feet « inches. 
Key Harbor will markedly affect busi¬ 
ness with Port Arthur. The blg^tot 
vesasls wtti be able to bil^^ Nrh^gt 
here from Port Arthur: carry ore to 
Cleveianfit and load coal there for 
Port Arthur and the West. No such 
economical transportation Is at present 
possible in Canadian services on the 
great lakes. 

The whole of the construction is In 
charge of R. M. Pratt, who built the 
elevators and coal docks at Port Ar¬ 
thur, and has had great experience In 
railroad and terminal construction for 
a quarter of a cefitury.

Warden of Penetenllary. 

In the pres en ce ef Inspector- Xtowaon 
and the assembled officers and guards, J. 
C. Brown, tha new warden of the British 
Columbia penitentiary, was formally 
sworn In on Saturday at New Westmins¬ 
ter. and entered on bU new duties at 
ones. Mr. Brown will be assisted to hM 
new duUea for the first few weeks by In¬ 
spector Dawson, who will remain suffi¬ 
ciently long to familiarise tbe new warden 
with his duties. 

THE INSANE ASYLUM. 

Annual Report Made by Dr. Doherty on 
Conduot of InatltuttoD. 

. The report of Dr. C. B. Doherty, medical 
superintendent of the public hospital for 
tbe Insane. New Westminster, for tbe 
year ending December Slat, 1801* says 
that during tha year 180 patients were ad¬ 
mitted, an Increase of 8T over the prevloua 
year. Of thaaa lOf were males and 41 fe- 
icales, this being the usual ratio of tha 
aexea hitharto admittsd. Of the 110 admia- 
•lona, 88 were aofferlng from the flrst at¬ 
tack. five from tbe third and four from 
the fourth. In 81 cases It was Impossible 
to ascertain the number of attacka, but 
It Is more than probable that a propor- 
tloa of those were case# recurring. FLfty- 
six of those admitted were married, U 
were In the widowed state, 74 had never 
been married, while In eight casea It was 
Impossible to ascertain the civil atato. 
Thirty-four were Roman Catholics, 88 
were Protestants, U were heathens, and 
In five eases U was Impossible to ascer¬ 
tain the denomination. Five had reoelved 
■nperlor education. S had received a com¬ 
mon and High school eduoatlon, white 14 
could neither read nor write. 

During the year 78 patients were dis¬ 
charged—86 men and 84 women. This 
number exceeds that of last year by 
three, and Is the largcat number ever dis¬ 
charged from the Institution In any one 
year. 

Dr. Doherty state* that the first great 
factor In the treatment of the Insane Is 
the absolute necessity of properly Uatned 
nurses, male and female. He is ptoasad. 
Indeed, to note that the government has 
Been fit to raise the standard of wage* 
for iiursea and attendants, and he hopaa 
It wilt see its way clear to atUl furthar 
increase them. In the treatment of pa¬ 
tients an endeavor has been made to fol¬ 
low Mnea of practice now esfabitshed In 
modern hospitals for the Insane TM 
segregation of the curable from tha ln« 
curable has l^n carried out aa far as 
space would permit, while the feeble and 
Infirm were during the year given eepar- 
ate and very comfortable qu^ters to a 
raoentty opened ward. Rest treatment, 
where nsceasary, has been carried out, 
while with the others a Judldous oom- 
Maatien of employment and amuaement 
vary Important factors to the treatment 
of the Insane, has been oonstderably ex¬ 
tended. During the year the employment 
of the patients has been thoroughly sys¬ 
tematised and tne result Is seen In the 
percentage of recoveries and In the work 
done on the farm and grounds. 

Amusements, exercise, fresh air and nu¬ 
tritious and welLobokad foods are given 
the preferenoe o«^ ffitofi to the treatment 
of patlento. „

RULING ON DEPORTATION. 

A Seattle exchange states: In a de¬ 
cision that has been furnished the see- 
retary of commerce and labor, for the 
guidance of officers In the immigration 
service, Attorney-General Bonaparte 
has ruled that the matter of expense 
for the deportation of rejected aliens 
must be borne wholly by the transpor¬ 
tation companies responsible for the 
appearance of the persons in the 
tTnlted Slates. A copy of the decision 
wa.s received on Saturday at the oflloe 
of (k>llector of Customs Harper, Port 
Townsend. 

In. fixing the responsibility of the 
transportation companies for expense 
required to remove aliens from the 
couhtry. the attorney-general finds the 
law empowers the Immigration officials 
to furnish escorts to the deported casag. 
Expense ln<*urred by the escorts or at¬ 
tendants Is fodnd to be as esentlal to 
proper chre of any case as the trans¬ 
portation of the alien. 

It la further held that when govern¬ 
ment agents are required to properly 
accnmpatiy deported aliens across hr 
from the .country, the class of passag* 
to which'the agent Is entitled Is within 
the discretion of the immigration officer 
In charge of the matter.

The 
International Trust Company was 
closely allied with the Borough Bank 
of Brooklyn, the late Howard Maxwell, 
who committed suicide, having been 
president of both Institutions. Wm. 
Oow, a director In the Borough Bank 
and the International Trust Company. 
Is charged by the temporary receivers 
with dominating the International 
Trust Company, and so controlling Its

KIsplox District Is Attracting Timber 
Men and AgrlcuUurlsta * 

Mr. Harvey, of the firm of Calling ft 
Harvey, civil engineers, has Just re¬ 
turned from an extendi engagement 
In Northern British Columbia. For the 
most part he was occupied in the Kis- 
plox valley. fmmedlaUly north of 
Haselton. In this valley, he says, about 
100.000 acres of land have been taken 
up by organised capital, mostly repre¬ 
sented In Winnipeg, and a very large 
acreage of timb^ 1^ also been ac¬ 
quired by the same parTles.
